IMPRESARIO CITED 
IN DIVORCE CASE 


Thomas Beecham Alleged by 
London Artist to Have 
Broken His Home. 


LETTER READ IN COUR 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Thomas Beecham, the 
operatic impresario, was named as co-Te- 
spondent today in the divorce suit of George 
Foster, an artist, against his wife, who was 
formerly Maude Christian Fairfax, an Amer- 
fean artist, when the case was called in the 
divorce division of the High Court of Justice. 

The Fosters were married in July, 1908, 
The husband testified that he intercepted a 
letter from Mr. Beecham to Mrs. Foster. He 
steamed the envelope open and, after having 
the letter photographed, sealed it up again 
and allowed it to reach his wife. 


Letter to Woman Read. 

The letter read as follows: 

Please tell me where we can meet to- 
morrow. Some Russian princess, I know. 
Mais c'est tout! I have had a terrific day, but 
I will try to steal an hour to see you funder- 
lined four times]. No old pMncess I assure 
you, only: you [underlined twice], you [un- 
derlined three times], vou [underliped four 
times}. 

Counsel for the plaintiff said Mr. Beecham 
must have been madly in love to write such 
a letter to another man’s wife. 

Mrs. Foster and Mr: Beecham deny they 
were guilty of any wrongdoing. 

Mr. Foster testitied. that the counter- 


charges of cruelty made by his wife were 


unfounded. He gave details of a code used 
by his wife and Mr. Beecham in which he 
Mr. Foster) was “ Philanthropy ”’ and Mrs. 
Foster Beastie.“ 


Detectives Watch Wife. 

Foster testified that after reading several 
other notes from Beecham he engaged detec- 
tives to watch his wife. They reported that 
Beecham often took her to her flat late at 
and remained there, The detectives 

ported, too, thet, after Beecham sent his 
e and sons to the seashore he took Mrs. 
Poster to his cottage in the éountry. 

“1 believe my wife married me only for my 
money, Foster testified: When I met het 
she and hér mother were in ‘dire straits finan- 
cially, having been sold up for debt, but I 
discovered this only afterward.”

every one believed he ,was devoted to his 
wife. She has a briltiaint Mind as well asa

Celeste Welles under romantic circumstances. 
She is the daughter of Dr. Stuart ‘Welles, 
formerty of New York, and a niece of Lady 
Tennessee Claflin Cook. The Beechams have 
two Tittle sons. 


Foster an Artist of Repute. 

George Sherwood Foster is an artist of re- 
pute. He organized the great Shakspearean 
hall during the coronation festivities and did 
much to makeit an artistic and social success. 
He was married to Miss Fairfax in London in 
July, 1006, when she was living with her 
mother. Mrs. Tripp. Soon after Mrs. Foster 


married she wrote to her cousin, Miss Cor- 
gella Fairfax, in America, that so cruel had 
her mother been to her that getting married 
was like escaping from penal servitude. 

Mr. Beecham’s father and mother had do- 
mestic troubles which gave rise to one of the 
most sensational divorce trials of the day.

Asked as to methods he had employed in 
arresting gamblers and making on wee the as- 
sistant chief said:

CAPTAIN TAKES OWN LIFE 


Student Officer at Leavenworth 
Leaves No Explanation 
for Tragedy. 


Instead of the message of love which she 
expected Miss Jeanette Clark, daughter of a 
Fort Sheridan army officer, on opening a 
telegram vesterday learned that her fiancé. 
Capt. W. B. Carr, a student officer at Fort 
Leavenworth. had commtted suicide. The 
cause of his act is a mystery. ‘ 

The wedding was set for Nov. 1. Miss 
Clark, who is 18 years old. is the daughter 
of Maj. C. C. Clark. Tuesday night, Mrs. 
Clark sent Capt. Carr a telegram, notifying 
him of a wedding reception which was to 
have been held Saturday in honor of himself 
and Miss Clark. Yesterday Miss Clark walked 
to the station at Fort Sheridan for the 
double purpose of seeing if her fiancé had 
answered the telegram, and if her wedding 
gown, ordered from New York, had arrived. 


Bride-to-Be Gets Message. 

The dress was not there. As the girl started 
away the telegraph operator stopped her. 

I've got a telegram for you, Miss Clark.“ 
he said. ‘ Sent it up to the fort a few min- 
utes agQ.”’ ; 

“Where was it from?” 

“Why, it was from Fort Leavenworth.” 
The operator hesitated awkwardly. “If I'd 
known you were coming down I'd have held 
it for vou.“

and started back to her father’s quarters. 
She felt sure it was her flancé’s acceptartce 
ot her invitation. The operator gazed after 
her for a moment, then stepped into his office 
and read the message over the telephone to 
the girl's father. He had not delivered it 
before. 


Fiance. Found Dead in Quarters. 

The message told how Capt. Carr's body 
had been found in his quarters by a maid. 
There was a bullet hole through his forehead 
and near his body lay an empty army re- 
volver. He had left no explanatién. 

When Miss Clark reached her home she re- 
ceived the telegram. It threw her into @ 
state of prostration so serious that it may 
result in a long iliness, Word was received 
last night from the captain's parents at West 
They regretted their inability 
to account for the suicide, and expressed a 
hope that Miss Clark would be able to at- 
tend the funeral.

Railway Surgeons Are Told Also 
That Corporations Should Conserve 
Health of Their Employes. 


Low salaries paid to public health officers 
are largely responsible for unhealthful con- 
ditions in many communities, according to 
Dr. Henry Bixby Hemenway of Evanston, 
who addressed the annual convention of the 
American Association of Railway Surgeons 
at the opening session yesterday at the La 
Salle hotel. Dr. Hemenway is surgeon for 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 

There is no incentive to the medical man 
to devote his time to studytof a branch which 
offers such precarious returns and to devote 
his time to work eliminating his source of 
income,”’ said the speaker. 

Dr. Hemenways paper was a plea for 
greater interest in railway hygiene on the 
part of rajlway and other corporations.

Self- 
interest also suggests that the railroads 
should take an active interest in all efforts 
to promote the physical health of the peo- 
ple.”

RACE HATRED IN- AMERICA 
DECRIED BY ROSENWALD. 
Says Jews and Negroes Suffer free 


Prejudice—Asserts Spirit Leads to 
Crime of Violence. 


Horrors oe to race prejudice come home 
to the Jew more forcibly than others of the 
white race on account of the centuries of per- 
Secution they have suffered and still suffer in 
the name of Christ,“ said Julius Rosenwald 
last night. He was speaking at the evening 
session of the American Missionary Associa- 
tion convention at the New First Congrega- 
tional church, Ashland and Washington 
boulevards. 

Wherever the Spirit of race hatred pre- 
valls, there is a marked tendenèy to crimes 
of violence. Even murder is not considered 
to be murder when the victim is a member of 
a so-called inferior race. 

No man or woman who encourages the 
mildest phases of race prejudice can wholly 
escape the responsibility for the horrors at 
which every decent individual shudders. 
Destruction of race prejudice is the begin- 
ning of a higher civilization.”’ 

Mr. Rosenwald spoke with particular ref- 
erence to th¢ prejudice against the negro in 
America. In regard te the Aightness with 
which human life was considered in this 
country he compared Chicago's record of 124 
murders in a year, from Which one hanging 
resulted, to 24 murders in the same léngth 
of time in London, for which fourteen men 
were hanged.

DESTROYS BABIES | 


Prof. Henderson Says Slipshod 


Registration of Births Ham- | 
pers Work of Saving. 


URGES MOTHERS TO ACT. 


Declares Legislature Will Ig- 
nore Situation Until Women : 
Wait Upon It. 


The Illinois system of birth registration 
wa belabored yesterday by Prof. Charles 
R. Henderson of the University of Chicago, 
president of the American Association for 
the Study and Prévention of Infant Mor- 
tality, who described the state’s Vital sta- 
tistics as a parody.“ 

Prof.. Henderson, with Sherman C. Kings- 
ley, superintendent of the United Charities, 
spoke before society women of Chicago in 
the private auditorium. of Mrs. Arthur Alcis 
at Lake Forest. Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick 
Jr. and Mrs. Aldis had assembled friends 
by invitation. 

“Chicago's vital statistics are ridiculous— 
a sort of parody.“ Prof. Henderson said. 
“The only accurate vital statistics that we 
hate is a record of deaths. That is accurate 
becatise it is required that every death must 
be followed by its burial permit. 


“Angel Makers” to Blame. 

“But the babies—each of whom is entitled 
to recognition and registration—are skipped 
woefully. I will say that hundreds of babies 
are born in Chicago every year that escape 
registration. Why? Because of unscrupu- 
lous midwives and doctors— angel makers,’ 
they are called—who dislke to pay the 25 
cents registration fee in poor cases. Or 
maybe they get the 28 cents and keep it. 

“Tt is a fact, too, that many notices of 
births are sent to the authorities on posta! 
ecards. The clerks refuse to register these 
because the 25 cents ig not.inclosed. 

“This is obstructing us in our welfare 
work because it is in the birth records that 
we find the cases that need our immediate 
attention. 
without registration when they might have 
been saved if efficient nurses and doctors 
could reach them. 


Advocates State Supervision. 


„% We have appealed to the legislature for 


a better record system. in Berlin nota baby 
is missed, legitimate or illegitimate. I don’t 
believe our legislature will listen until a 
deputation of mothers pleads with them.” 


Prof. Henderson outlined a world's infant 


welfare program that would begin with the 
state’s\ care of mothers, especially working 
and unmarried mothers, by which, he thinks, 
fewer monstrosities and dwarfs will be born, 
more babies will exist to maturity, and more 
families endure. 

He advocates a working women's insurance 
fund, to support a working woman for 
several months after her child is born. He 
also made a plea for a refuge where giris 
might confidentially apply. 


Describes Conditions in Téenements. 
Mr. Kingsley, who is director of the Eliza- 


beth MeCormick. Memorial fund and is retir-_ 


ing as superintendent of thé United Charities, 
told of the work of that foundation, Ius 
trating with maps and charts. 

“Our wotk has been described as the 
trail of the little white hearse,’ ’’ Mr. Kings- 
ley said. ‘“‘ We go in the districts where 
the white emblem is hung on n 
doors every day.

Lorimer as Election Factor. 

“Yes, and the Democrats carried Maine, 
New Jersey, New York, and elected a solid 
Democratic delegation to Congress from In- 
diana at that same election.

failed to vote for Lorimer and had called 
gy 

The witn that he had not heard at 
any time of money being used at Springfield; 
that he had not heard of the veto of the 
corporation bill by Gov. Deneen until after 
the White confession; that this was not dis- 
cussed at the St. Louls meeting; and that he 
still thinks that no money was used in 
Springfield for any purpose. 

Attorney Marble here tosk Wilson over 
the course he followed in September, 1910. 

Did you register under the name of R. E. 
Wilson or of Robert K. Wilson?’’ Mr. Marble 
asked. 

Wilson replied, hésitatingly: I think 
I registered at all times on this trip under 


an assumed name.’ 


This name. he said, was J. C. Smith.” 
He declared he did not tell his family where 
he was going: that Browne did not know of 
his whereabouts: that he did not get the

were octasioned by his desire to avold no- 
toriety and the visits of newspaper men. 

Senator Dillingham asked the witness 'f 
he went to Canada to avoid testifying before 
the senate committee which met in Chicago 
on Sept. 20. Wilson said he didn't. 

Wilson swore he never heard of the Whit 
confession until he saw Clark at Spring“ 
field on April 22, 1910. He denied he had called 
Beckemeyer on the long distance telephone at 
Carlyle and told him “ a couple of dogs are 
running around the state, so say nothing and 
meet me in Springtield tomorrow.” This 
from the saloon of Eugene Malloy, in Clark 
street, Chicago, on April 21, 1910. 

The witness explained that persons had 
been called on the telephone and false names 
given about this time, and said that once 
he had been called up in the evening at his 
home. 

Was this before or after you saw Becke- 
meyer and Clark in Springfield?’ Senator 
Tea asked. 

Before, was the response of Wilson. 

“Then you did know White and Tierney 
were traveling around the state before you 
went to Springfield?” 

No, it was afterward.”’ Wilson sald. 


Uneguivocal Reply a Mistake. 

“For once you unequivocally answered a 
question, Senator Lea said. * What are 
the facts?” 

Wilson declared he wanted to take back the 
first answer and that the telephone conversa- 
tion was after he had been to Springfield. 
He said some one had called him up and did 
not give the name, but said that it was a 
friend from out of town. The voice asked him 
what he knew about White and Tierney. 

The witness testified he thought the voice 
was Tierney’s. He was pressed for a reason. 
He said he had not seen Tierney nor had he 
heard him talk, but he had an idea Tierney 
was looking for him. 

“I did not take the matter seriously until 
I was indicted on May 7.“ said Wilson. “TI 
thought it wag just a flurry and would blow 
over, and t was a scheme of some fel- 
lows to hold up some of the members of the 
legislature.“ 

The witness said he did nothing about the 
reports which came to him. He testified he 


- departed on his Canadian trip either on Sept. 
“17 or Sept. 19, in 1910. The records of the 


Burrows committee were investigated by 
Senators Lea and Gamble, and it was found 
some members of the committee arrived in 
Chicago on Sept. 18, a meeting was called 
for Sept. 20, and the first open meeting of the 
first committee was held on Sept. 22. At 
this point the committee took the noon recess. 


“Affidavit Agent” on Stand. 


“ Affidavit Agent Shields, who had been 


sworn in the morning but\was not questioned, 
took the stand when the committee resumed 
at 2 o’clock. 

(Attorney Marble conducted his examina- 
tion, Shields testified that he lives in} Supe- 
rior, Wis, and is 2 member of the Harper 


Shields company of Duluth, Minn., and the 


Harper-Ghieldés. agency of Superior, engaged 
in the insurance business. His net income 
from the Hines Lumber company and allied 
and subsidiary goncerns aggregates $20,000 
annually. 

Shielés testified that at some date after 
April 20, 1911, Wiehe had called him from 
Chicago by long distance telephone at Supe- 
rior and asked him if he knew Burgess, who 
rad testified before the Helm committee at 
Springfield, and whether he had read Bur- 
gess’ testimony. 

** Wiehe asked me if I knew Burgess or if 
1 knew any of the parties on the train [the 
Winnipeg Flyer] that night,“ said the wit- 
ness. I told him I did not. He asked me 
to come to Chicago, and I did so. I arrived 
in the morning and went at orice to the Hines 
Lumber company’s offices. I had a conversa- 
tion with him there, but I cannot fix a 
date. 


Put on Affidavit Trail by Wiehe. 


1 am not sure at what hotel I registered. 


It may have béen either the La Salle, the 


Annex, or Briggs house. Wiehe asked me if 
I could get the names of persons who were 
on that car that night. I said I thought I 
could. 1 went to Duluth and to the Canadian 
Northern offices and got the names of sight 
persons who were on the car Regina that 
night, who had filed the necessary papers re- 
quired by the Canadian government. 

“Wiehe gave me the authority to do the 
best I could to get the information desired. 4 
left here May 4 for Duluth. At Winnipeg I 
got a transcript of the report of the porter, 
and found who had crossed the line. I went 
to the immigration office of the Canadian 
government and after some delay got the 
original papers of the eight persons who had 
crossed from the United States into Canada. 
I came back to Chicago and waited until 
Wiehe informed me they had heard from the 
father of McGowan, who said he was not 
at home. 

“I met Wiehe 0 while 0 to 
hear from McGowan, but did not cémmuni- 
cate with him every day. After that word 
came I went from Chicago, by way of Min- 
neapolis, to Winnipeg, and through a friend 
located McGowan in Moose Jaw, Sask. 


Saw McGowan at Moose Jaw. 

“T went out to Moose Jaw, saw McGowan 
at his hotel. He told me he was in the smok- 
ing compartment first and that Burgess came 
in next and the two conversed. He said 
he had not heard a conversation such us 
‘Burgess testified to before the Helm commit- 
‘tee and he would make an affidavit to that 
effect. I read to him the report of the Bur- 
‘gess testimony taken from the Duluth Her- 
ald.“ 

There was trouble in finding a notary, but 
the affidavit was drawn. McGowan signed 

it. 

I next saw Price in Seattle. He said he 
knew some of the Weyerhaeusers and Hines, 
but not Wiehe.

Gotch wouldn't talk in front of him end the 
man was sent away and Gotch sent for ais 
lawyer. 


Prepared Affidavit for Gotch. 

I had the affidavits prepared for Gotch and 
his wife) because I knew they were away 
from the smoking compartment and could not 
possibly have heard the conversation. Gotch 
said there was a lot of anti-Lorimer senti- 
ment in his part of the state, but he signed. 

“Then I went to Chetopa, Kas., to see 
Gotch's friend, who was on the sleeper, James 
Asbell, the wrestler. He gave me a similar 
affidavit. Subsequently I got an affidavit 
from Emil Klank of Chicago, Gotch's man- 
ager. I went from Chetopa to West Baden. 
I don't know how long I stayed there. Then 
I went to Montreal. It was my purpose to 
get affidavits from the eight persons who wens 
in the sleeper that night mentioned in 
Burgess’ testimony.” 

Shields testified he saw Wiehe and Mc- 
Gowan in Chicago when they were on 
their way to Washington to testify.” He 
declared he did not come in résponse to any 
word from Wiehe, and he just happened 
to run across McGowan. He first testified 
he did not recall where he came from, but 
corrected himself and said he came from 
West Baden. 


Mystery as to McGowan Meeting. 

“How did you come to meet McGowan 
in Chicago?’ asked Mr. Marble.

Although the resistance of the Turks is 
considered hopeless and they have been in- 
vited to surrender, it is befieved it will be 
necessgry to bombard them in order that they 
may say they seats up only to force. 


Turkey to Seek Alliances. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 18.—The grand 
vizier, Said Pasha, made a statement on the 
policy of the new government in the cham- 
ber of deputies this afternoon. He declared 
it would defend Ottoman rights at all costs 
and in order to safeguard the interests of 
the country proposed to modify the policy 
hitherto pursued and seek alliances. 

The grand vizier declined to announce 
publicly the government's policy regarding 
Tripoli, which he described as the gravest 
question of the day. He said, however, that 
he was prepared to furnish explanations at a 


secret session of the chamber. Thereupon

Weare to 
face the rapid for which we prepared before 
leaving Ichang, when we sent ashore every 
ounce of sparable luggage, including all pa- 
pers of value, our watches, and a package of 
surplus stage money. Sounds foplish, 
doesn't ‘it? But. Well, you might not, but 
if the Shutung comes to grief it would never 
get out; better be on the safe side.“ I came 
to the conclusion, the first day that the really 
safe side is the Hankow side, ef Iohang— 
though even there there is need of vigilance. 

We shaved—on the theory as Webster put 
it, that the price of a shave for a dead man is 
prohibitive—to the strains of a hundred men 
singing a prayer to the gods to get them 


safely past Wanshien rocks, keeping time to 


their song on gong and drum. 


First Rapid Easily Passed. 

The first barrier is a spur of ugly blaca 
rock, which lessens the width of the river by 
half. We put this behind in a canter, a kind 
of dog trot. 
river. To the south we look up a side cafion 
to a fantastic sky and cleaving cliffs. But 
columns of thin smoke indicate that even 
up there man has made his home. A wild 
and seemingly impossible country, but man 
has done his best and among the rocks and 
clouds digs with the sweat of his brow his 
dally cornbread and potatoes.

FILES SUIT . AGAINST - ALLEN. 


Helen Dwelle Jenkins Starts $197,000 
Action in New York—Former 
Admirer Defendant. * 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

HANKOW, Oct. 18.—Rebels and loyal b 
troops have been engaged in a battle all day 
today. At dusk the result seemed to be in 
doubt, the loyal troops still holditig their 
trenches, but with much heavier losses than | 
those of their enemy. The total number of 
dead is unknown, but it is feared it was 
large because most of the fighting was at 
close range, sometimes with bayonets. 

Twice during the day the rebels seemed to ) 
be sure of victory, but both times they were 
forced to retreat because their ammunition 
was exhausted. 

Small forces have been landed by the fér- 
eign warships to protect the concessions, but 
they took no part in the engagement, acting 
solely as police. 

The Chinese fleet saved the loyal troops 
several times during the day by driving back 
the rebels with cannon, but the gunners on 
the vessels were handicapped by the danger 
of damaging: foreign property. Two gun- 
boats were da by the rebels’ fire. 


Attempted Landing Starts Battle. 

The battle was. precipitated on the water 
front By the attempt of Admiral Sah Chen- 
Ping to land a large body of troops for the 
reinforcethent of Gen. Chank Piao. Chang 
Piao, who, although officially dismissed by 
the Peking gov@rnment, still retains his com- 
mand, was intrenched with several hundred 
of the old provincial army at a’ point in the 
nutive city close to the foreign concessions. 

Early in the afternobn the revolutionists 
temporerily drove the imperial troops back 
from their position, but in doing so they 
exhausted their rifie ammunition and were 
compelled to retire upon their base at Wu- 
Chang. 

The rebel battle lines went forward and 
backward several times during the after-_ 
noon, but were unable to reach the trenches 
of the royalists, and desultory firing, con- 
tinued this evening ‘at the rear of the Han- 
eo N railway station, the possession of which 
is continually changing. the royalists and 
rebel bands holding it alternately. 

A German sailor was hit by a stray bullet, 
but not seriously wounded. So far as known 
this was the only injury sustained among the 
foreigners. 


Peking Hears of Victory. 

PEKING, Oct. Is. he Chinese govern- 
ment claims to have “won a great victory at 
Hankow and announces that the troops hold 
the station where the troops trains are ar- 
riving rapidly. 

Although this appears to be an exaggera- 
tion, the feeling prevails here that the gov- 
ernment has achieved an important moral 
Victory. 

The belief has been held that if the first 
encounter between the revolutionaries and 
loyal troops proved decisive, the supremacy 
would be settled.there and then. Only a 
few unimportant towns outside of Hankow, 
Wu Chang and Han Yang, have taken = 
in the rising. 

Nanking. Chang-Sha, Canton, and 1

Pittsburgh, Pa. Oct. 18—Forty-seven 
bronze and twelve silvér medals were

of heroism in saving human life or in at- | 
tempts in which the life of the hero was 
, jeopardized. 

In addition cash awards were made for re- 
imbursing loss, for relieving debt on homes 
and the purchase of homes, for education and 
worthy purposes as needed, amounting to 
$58,086. Pensions to survivors amounting to 
$315 monthly also were issued and for éhil- 
dren left $5 a month was awarded each to the 
amount of $50 monthly. 


Rescued from Wild Bison. 

Ot the rescues on- Sf the most novel is that 
of saving a man from a wild animal. Of the 
others thirty are from drowning, five from 
fire, two from runaway teams, three from 
trains, sixteen from suffocation in mine, 
sewer, or well, and one each from an impend- 
ing fall and machinery. Thirteen of the 
heroes lost their lives in the rescue work.

THE POLICE AND THE CHIEF. 

There always is one point of observation 
in Chicago from which the administration 
of law appears as nearly perfect as humanly 
possible. That is the office of the general 
superintendent of police. 

There is always one citizen of Chicago 
who is never informed of any police im- 
perfections, never sees any laxities, never 
hears of any maladministration, never finds 
himself perplexed by a suspicion that evil 
doers are not pursued unremittingly by stern 
and efficient officers. He is the general 
superintendent of police. 

The man thus happily placed in these 
pleasant surroundings sits within four walls 
and watches the working of the police ma- 
chine with a satisfaction few other men can 
find. A perfect organization is doing its 
required work. 

To put the chief of police on the witness 
stand, as has been done in the case of Mr. 
McWeeny by the civil service commission, 
is merely to discover the great happiness 
of this unrufffed life. 

He never hears of undisturbed gambling. 
His inspectors tell him there is none, and 
their reports are sufficient evidenve.' He 
never hears of saloons which violate closing 
His inspectors tell him there are 
none. He never hears that vice is molesting 
but unmolested. His inspectors report that 
it is unobtrusive and subject to all regula- 


tions intended for its control. 


It is useless to bring evidence of another 
state of affairs to the attention of the chief 
of police. If he were to find his eyes testi- 
fying against his faith he would mistrust 
them and never falter in it. 

A happy and confiding hermit is the chief 
of police. No scandals reach his ears. He 
hears nothing, sees nothing, knows nothing 
—except that the officers of the law move 
eternally, faithfully, and triumphantly 
against the forces of evil. 

TRYING TO BITE. 

German military experts who aided in the 
reorganization of the Turkish army pro- 
nounce it superior to that of Italy. Their 
connection with the military establishment 
points to an obvious bias, but even if their 
verdict be correct the question promises 
to remain academic until the Turks, without 


an adequate navy, can bring their military 


strength to bear. 

Turkey, blocked off and unable to use the 
miiitary weapons of warfare, is hunting for 
points of commercial and industrial attack. 
The boycott against Italian products is be- 
ginning to hurt, it is reported from Rome, af- 
fecting grain merchants and cotton and silk 
exporters. Italian labor at home feels this 
attack, and a dispatch from Smyrna says 
that all Italian railroad employés have been 
discharged and a colony of 10,000 Italians 
placed in a precarious situation. 

A decree of expulsion has been issued by 
the Turkish government against Italian 
professors and schoolmasters, and if Ger- 
many. had not intervened this expulsion 
might have been ordered for all Italian resi- 
dents in Turkish territory.

E are a community of over 2,500,- 

000 people, all come together to 

make this city our home. 

foreign lands and rural districts 

we have come here to seek great- 
er opportunities of life. From the simple 
life of farm or small town we entered the 
complex life of a huge metropolis. The 
change in the living conditions affects 
every phase of .existence—work, food, 
housing, play, ete.

We must pay for it, either in public 
spirited activity or with our health and 
our lives. Hitherto we have largely paid 
in the latter manner.

Assist and insist, when in a position to 
do so, that every birth and the occurrence 
of every case of contagious disease be re- 
ported ‘to the proper authorities. We 
count our pennies.

We need a hospital for the treatment of 
eases of scarlet fever. From 6.000 to 
7,000 cases occur in a year. At least half 
this number ought to be hospitalized for 
lack of proper care at home. It is the 
duty°of every citizen to see that those who 
are stricken get the necessary care, and 
that those who are in danger of getting 
the disease from the existing cases have 
the necessary protection. By establish- 
ing such a hospital the community will 
save money and lives. 

There is an ordinance to the effect that 
all receptacles, bottles, ete., in which milk 
is kept and sold should be sterilized each 
time after.use and once more before they 
are usefl again. The penalty for violating 
this ordinance is a fine of from $5 to $200. 

t is your duty and to your interest to 
make sure that your dea'er lives up to the 
requirements of this ordinance.

8. on little stale bread, potato and butter, wie- 
back, beef soup, white of an egg, prune or orange 
juice may be given alternately. 

4. Rich foods should not be given at this period; 
solid food not until the child is able to chew it. 

B. Watch the child closely for evidence of Indi- 
gestion. Be guided by your physician in changing 
the food and feeding habits as soon as trouble 
shows.

ANENT INSOMNIA AND ONE CURE, 

E. C. B. writes: I have a friend who is a 
man of large afiairs. Many things of a 
more or tess annoying character are on his 
mind at one time. His hours of restful sleep 
became fewer and shorter till finally he 
failed to lose consclousness for one whole 
week. 

“Among his physicians were some of the 
best specialists of Philadelphia. None of 
them seemed to hit upon any effective re- 
lief. The patient became mentally distressed 
to a most pitiful degree. An operation and 
exploration was suggested and arranged for. 

“At this juncture a young doctor and per- 
sonal friend begged the ‘patient to aefer the 
operation for twenty-four hours, or until 
he could try a harmless experiment. About 
10 a. m. the patient was placed in a recum- 
bent position upon his stomach. The full 
length of his spine was exposed and kept 
covered with shaved ice in cloth until the 
pain was unbearable. 

Then the operation was quickly reversed. 
The spine was covered with several thick- 
nesses of blanket wrung out of cold water 
and then dried by ironing out with hot flat 
irons. By the time this was finished, at 
noon, the patient was asleep, and slept like 
a baby for twenty hours. 

“This was fifteen years ago. That pa- 
tient, now 63. has never had an operation, 
yet is well and hearty. Generally speaking, 
he has been a good sleeper ever since.“

FOOD FOR YOUNG CHILD. 
M. A. R writes: Will you kindly ad- 


vise the best combination of foods to be 


given to a healthy, normal, female child of 
three and a half years to four years of age?’ 


REPLY. 

At the age of 4 years, a child may share the 
general table diet, providing it is plain and varied 
Fried and highly seasoned foods should not be 
given. 

As to quantity a healthy. child should de per- 
mitted to satisfy her appetite if she eats slowly 
and masticates thoroughly. Breakfast should 
consist of milk, a cereal and cream, and bread 
apd butter. An egg, fresh fish, or chicken may de 
added. For dinger give soup. meat, bread and 
butter, and some light vegetables. Junket, or 
pudding. milk, toasted bread and butter, and 
stewed fruit will do for the evening meal. Fresh 
fruits may be given before or after meals. 

Tea, coffee, and alcoholic béverages are not for 


the use of children. Make meat prominent in the 4 


diet.

LTHOUGH Daniel O’Connell, the fa- 
mous “liberator,” still occupies a 
warm place in every true Irish heart 
his grand- nephew. Sir Morgan O' Con- 
nell, was almost killed the other day 
oy the members of a County Kerry wedding 
party, who considered themselves aggrieved 
by his motoring car, whjch they stopped, 
diagging him out, stoning, beating, and kick- 
ing him. 

The O’Connells are an ancient family that 

originally came from County Limerick but 
nas been settled for cénturies in County Ker- 
ry, where its members used to be known as 
the O’Connelis of Darrinine abbey. The 
Laronetcy of Sir Morgan is of relatively 
modern creation and was conferred upon 
Sir James O'Connell, the youngest brother 
of the ‘‘ liberator,” by Queen Victoria in 
1869. ; 
Sir Morgan is indebted for his possession of 
the baronetcy to the fact that his elder broth- 
er, Maurice, was killed while fighting the 
Boers in 1881 as an officer of the crack Sixtieth 
rifles, and another member of the O’Connell 
fam.ly, Daniel John O'Connell, à cousin of 
Sir Morgan, likewise laid down his life while 
serving on the staffeof Lord Roberts in the 
last South African war.

Lady Ileene Campbell, who has crossed the 
Atlantic and has established herself, with 
her husband. in western Canada, proposing 
to make her home there witb him for the 
next two years in order to give her two boys 
a thorough colonial training in the expecta- 
tion of their carving out a career for them- 
selves in the dominion, is one of the best 
known riders to hounds in England and has 
repeatedly filled, with the utmost success, 
the office of M. F. H., the field showing itself 
far more amenable to her orders and direc- 
tions than to masters of the masculine per- 
suasion.. 

Her husband is an Argylishire laird of the 
name of Colin Campbell of Stonefield. Her 
sister is Lady Noreen Bass, almost as famous 
an equestrienne as herself, and her brother 
is the fourteenth Ear! of Huntingdon. 

It is an earldom which, in olden times, was 
held by Robert Fitzooth, familiar to old and 
young alike throughout hundreds of years 
under the name of Robin Hood.’ He was 
buried in 1247 in Kirkiess abbey, Yorkshire, 
the epitaph on his tomb describing him as 
Robert, Earl of Huntingdon, whom all the 
people call Robin Hood.” 

Previously the earldom had been held by 
princes of the reigning house of Scotland and 
King William the Lion is on record as hav- 
ing resigned the title to his brother David, 
the companion in arms of King Richard of 
England, Cceur-de-Lion.” both of whom 
have been immortalized by Sir Walter Scott 
in The Talisman.” The first to bear the 
title of Earl of Huntingdon, however, was 
Tosti the Dane, long prior to the Norman 
conquest. 

The earldom of Huntingdon of the old line 
became extinct in the reign of Henry VII., on 
the death of the seventeenth lord, and the title 
was revived by Henry VIII., who conferred 
the earldom on the third Lord Hastings, 
vhief of the house founded by Robert of 
Hastings, Portreeve of Hastings and lord 
steward of William the Conqueror. The 
| present Lord Huntingdon is the fourteenth 
earl of this new line.

In addition to his patronymie of Hastings 
Lord Huntingdon bears the name ot Plan- 
agenet, because he has royal Plantagenet 
3lood in his veins, being descended on the 
istaff side from George Plantagenet, Duke 
t Clarence, brother of Edward IV. . 
To such an extent were the Hastings of 
he present line formerly regarded as form- 
ng part and parcel of the royal family of

teenth century sent an ambassador to Lon- 
don in the person of Feodor Pissemskoie, in 
order to request the hand of Lady Mary 
Hastings, daughter of the second of the 
Hastings Earls of Huntingdon. 

Lady Mary, however, who was one of the 
beauties of the court of Queen Elizabeth, 
was so terrified by the barbarous manners 
of the Muscovite envoy and of the members 
of his suite that she declined to become czar- 
ina of Russia, and the Russian mission was 
forced to return home and to inform Czar 
Ivan that his offer of marriage had been re- 
jected. 

Methodists, both in the United States and 
Canada, will recall that the wife of the ninth 
Earl of Huntingdon was the principal sup- 
porter of the Methodist community of Great 
Britain in the eighteenth century. She de- 
voted a large portion of the immense fortune 
which she possessed to the endowment and 
foundation of Methodist chapels throughout 
the United States and Canada and among 
her chaplains were the two brothers Wesley, 
Geonge Whitegeld and Rowland Hill. 

She fought many battles with the English 
authorities on behalf of Methodism, which 
used in those days to be known as Lad} 
Huntingdon's Connexion.“ The formerly 
large estates of the earldom of Huntingdon 
now belong to Lord Loudoun, and if the late 
Earl of Huntingdon was unable to give any 
large marriage portion to Lady Ileene Camp- 
bell or a big legacy on his death it was be- 
cause his peerage was an impoverished one 
until his son, the present Lord Huntingdon, 
married the daughter and heiress of the late 
Sir Samuel Wilson, Australian squatter and 
sheep multi-millionaire, whom irreverent 
people used to describe as a muttonaire.”’ 


~> 

When the tenth Earl of Huntingdon died, a 
little over a hundred years ago, without male 
issue, he bequeathed all his estates to his 
sister, the Countess of Moira, through whom 
they subsequently went by marriage to the 
Earls of Lougoun, their present possessors. 

The earldom of Huntingdon remained tn 
abeyance for twenty years after the tenth 
earl’s death, and then a claim was put for- 
ward to it by a man in this country. the 
dlaimant being now represented by his 
Frandnephew. a furniture dealer of Dean 
street. Brooklyn, where he goes by the name 
of George Plantagenet Hastings. 

The, Countess of Moira. fearing that if the 
American claimant proved his title to the 
earldom, based on his direct descent from 
‘Sir George Plantagenet Hastings a youeger 
brother of the fifth earl, who died ag far 
back as 1641, she would be obliged to surt n- 
der possession of the extensive estates, re- 
solved to put up a rival claimant to the 
earldom and to pay all the heavy expenses 
in connection with the proving of his descent, 
With the stipulation that he leave her in un- 
disturbed possession of the estates. 7 

This candidate of Lady Moira was able. 


thanks to her money. to prove his descent | 


from the second Earl of Hastings and, since 
the American claimant had not the money 
to obtain the various documents needed to 
show his descent from the brother of the 
fifth earl. the committee of privileges of the 
house of lords, of which, by the bye. the Karl 
of Moira was a member, decided in favor of 
Lady Moira’s candidate. The present Bari 
of Huntingdon and Lady Ileene Campbell 
are his grandchildren. - 

Of course if the Brooklyn claimant became 
possessed of sufficient means to reopen the 
case and managed to establish his rights to 
the earldom it would at the best prove a 
barren honor. According to a law passed 
Guring the reign of Queen Victoria. after 
estates have been for a certain time in the 
possession of a family, they may no longer 
be recovered by process of law, even though 


the original title of the holder be defective. |

Offers No Excuses for Cubs, 
as the Team Played In- 
ferior Baseball. 


LAUDS WORK OF WALSH. 


Praises His Pitching, Giving 
Him Credit for Part in Three 
of the Contests

It's all over and the White Sox are victors. 
There's no use offering excuses, for they 
beat the Cubs by playing better baseball. 
Il was an awful beating they gave us, too, 
and the only reason was that they were bet- 
ter. The first two games were even and 
luck helped them. After that they outplayed 
us, winding up yesterday with a 7 to 2 score, 
the most decisive beating of all. 

Ed Walsh was great all through the series. 
He won the first game in a desperate struggle 
ageinst Brownie. He came back the next 
day and saved the game for the Sox when 
they were in a tight place, and he went 
against us yesterday with Brownlie on the 
slab to oppose him again, and finished the 
series stronger than ever. Ed was much 
better yesterday than on the opening day, 
and we never had a chance to beat him. 

The Sox batted better than we did. I think 
our defensive play outside of the pitching 
was fully as strong, and we were playing 
on the defensive most of the time. We didn’t 
begin to have as good pitching as the Sox. 
They seemed to get runs with apparent ease 
in every game, while we were in a desperate 
struggle to get them all the time. 


Sox Pitchers Too Strong. 

Being behind most of the time, we didn't 
have a chance to play a bunting game or to 
use the hit and run style of attack. On our 
side it was generally a case of going out 
after a bunch of runs, and we couldn't hit 
well enough against their good pitchers. 

We were in a worse way for pitchers than 
we thought. The tough finish of the Na- 
tional league rasse undoubtedly told on our 
men, especially on Brownie, and it was upon 
him that we based our hope of beating the 
White Sox. Brown has had a hard year. 
He worked in more gamés than usual, and 
undoubtedly it was wearing on his strength. 
He wasn’t in as good shape as we expected 
for these games, and, although he displayed 
his usual gameness, and gave the best he 
had, it wasn't what we are accustomed te 
getting from him. 

Possibly Cheney would have done better 
yesterday against the south siders, but it's 
hardly likely he could have beaten them.

The series at least proved that the interest 
of the Chicago fans is even greater than 
ever. We had the biggest crowds we've ever

Those for Three World’s 
Title Clashes.

By rallying to the turnstiles almost 100,000 | 


strong, Chicago fans demonstrated in the city 
series which ended yesterday that this is 
the greatest baseball town in the world, 

The total attendance for four games was 
99,350 and that surpassed the figures for 
three world's series which lasted five games. 
It came within a few hundred of tying ttle 
total attendance of the world’s series of 1906 
between Sox and Cubs, in which six games 
were played. 

This fall the Sox-Cubs series drew over 
8,000 more persons than the world’s series 
of 1905 between Giants and Athletics. The 
total for that year was 91,083, and five games 
were played. In 1906 the world’s. pennant 
struggle between two Chicago teams drew 
a total of 90, 864 in six games. The figures for 
1907 and 1908, when the Cubs played the Ti- 
gers, were away below those made here this 
year. The 1907 series drew only 78,068 per- 
sons and that of 1908 only 62,232. . 

The high water mark previous to the world’s 
series new on in the east was 145,807 persons, 
and it required seven games between Datroit 
and Pittsburgh to attract that many. 

The players’ pool, amounting to $87,918.58, 
divided 60 per cent to the winner and 40 per 
cent to the loser, means $8756 to each Sox pley- 
er and $631 to each Cub player if it is equally 
distributed among all the eligibles. Eight of 
the Cubs will be short $25 when they get 
their checks because of the fines imposed 
upon them by Umpire O Lougblin in the first 
game of the series. 

In addition to the money from the series 
the players of both teams will draw three 
days’ extra salary. Their contracts expired 
on Sunday, but the rules of the commission 
require that all eligible players shall be paid 
pro rata for each day the series extends be- 
yond Oct. 15. The rain of Monday and the 
postponement of Tuesday meant extra salary 
to the players and cost the club owners easily 
$1,000 apiece.
